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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, specifically Whitehurst et al (US6,788,975), Pless et al (US 
6,597,954), Kirkpatrick et al (US6,480,743), and Fischell et al (US 6,016,449), teaches 
detecting a neurological event and applying a desired stimulation signal to brain. 

The prior art of record does not teach controlling stimulation by sequentially 
changing and applying waveforms from a plurality of waveforms (see fig. 3) stored in a 
waveform bank in order to iteratively provide an optimal waveform wherein the subject's 
response to a currently applied waveform is determined to be acceptable within defined 
limits (see limitation (e) of claim 1 and limitation (d) of claim 6).
